Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a CMOS device having all limitations as recited in claim 1 , 
comprising a cell region having a p-well region and a peripheral circuit region having an n-well 
region and a p-well region, wherein gate structure 1 of the cell region is similar to that of the n- 
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well region of the peripheral circuit region and is different from gate structure 2 of the p-well 
region of the peripheral circuit region. Specifically, gate structure 1 comprises metal layer 1 , a 
polysilicon layer, and metal layer 2\ whereas gate structure 2 comprises the polysilicon layer and 
the metal layer 2.
